Some of the stata paverz affect to be-
ltoeve that pecent steictares upon the
State Board of Agriculture in these ool-
umna are dus o the refusal of the
board to relocate the state fair in
Omaha for fiva yvanra.  In this they arae
ontirely mistaken. We have uot
scolded tha board *horauss they refusnd
to loeate the faie in Omaha thres yours
ngo, and certninly did
that what we might say now wou d havo
wny efoct upon its notion two yonrs
hence. Why our oriticiam of tho hoard
ghould be nseribal to a disposition on
the paet of Omaha to cripple Lincoln
pusses onr comprehension.  Tha only
oxplanation is that Lincoln and some
other newspnpers naver fail to vont their
mulice upon Omahba upon the slightest
ppportunity.  Omaha may, have baen
disappoiated bacause the falr was located
in Lincoln, but there has nover byan any
disposition on her part to interfers with
the success of the annual exposition or
the Doawml of Agriculture on that ae-
eount. This is nbundantly shown by
the vory large attendance of Omnha
people at the annual fairs, nod the gen-
arous support given them by Omahn
morchants, manufacturars nnd others in
the way of special exhiblis,

We are of tho opinion that nState
Bonrd of Ageiculturo should contrin
snough practical farmars to control its
poliey. The board should ba given a
logal status and its dutiea should be
preseribed by statute. It should not bo
s0 constitutad as to ennble n ring Yo con-
grol it yonr after year. The board of
manngers should not be chielly pohitiend
hacks or scheming capitilists not en-
gaged in agricultural pursnits.  The
officers should be men of known probity
of character. A defaulting troasuprer
whose necounts romain unsottled ought
not to bo eligiblo to a responsible posi-
tion in connection with its manngement,
There should ba some check upon its
oxpenditures and a propes review of its
finuncinl transactions provided for by
lnw. The state legislature, the auditor
or some branch of the state government
should ba authorized to investigabe its
moethods and report upon the wisdom
and efMciency of its managament, Tt
should not offer extravagant sums of
money for horse-trots and ridiculously
inadequate premiums for fine stock,
farm products, ete, ete. THER BEE be
liaves in a stato fair, in county fairs, in
loeal expositions and every other proper
menans of stimulating ag «icultural, man-
ufacturing and othar state industries,
It believes the State Boaed of Agricul-
ture should do something more than
eollect gute monay anid sell pools on
races, It 18 convinced that the annual
roceipts are large enough to enable the
State Board of Agriculture to do ns
much for keepning Nabraska advertised
abroad as has been done by the Kuansns
board for that state. The board should
by all means be under legislative con-
trol, go that the people may know, not
only whnt business it is supposed to
transact, but may feel sure that what it
attempts is in the Interest of the state
at large und not the favored few who
can parpetunte themselves indafinitely.

GIVES UP THE PIGHT,

The Louisiuna Lottery company has
announced that it gives up the fight for
n renewal of its charter. It hos been
holding on in the hope that the supremo
court of the United States would declare

congress tnconstitutional, and the deci-
sion of the vourt that the law is valid
knoeked the last prop from under tho
company. The law prohibits sending
through the mails pewspipers contain-
ing lottery advertisements and cireulurs
or any other form of lottery announve-
ments, Suits were instituted under the
law against two newspapers us test cases,
and the contention was that the luw is
unconstitutional on the ground that it
abridges the freedom of the press. The
supreme court held that the power
given to congress to regulate the entire
postal system of the country and to dos-
ignnte what may and what may not bo
excluded from the mails is complete,
wnd carries with it power to [forbid the
use of the mails in nid of the perpotra-
tion of crime or immorality. The law,
it wus snid by the court, doesnot abridge
the freedomn of the press for the reason
that the government does not prohibit
communication by other means, but
slmply through the government ngencles
which it controls. It is a legitimato ux-
ercise of the power of congress to fur-
nish muil fueilities for the people, and
it is nlso true that mail facilities are not
required to be furnished for every pur
pose,

The guestion of granting anow churter
to the lottery compiny had becomo a
lending issue in Louisinna aud both of the
political partios were divided into bit-
terly warring factions on the question,
The last legisluture submitted a consti-
tutional amendment to the people pro-
viding for granting o the lottery com-
pany a privilege for twenty-five years,
the compnny te pay nn nonual Hesnso
tux of #1.250,000. This wmendmant
was to have been voted upon al the
aleation in April nuxt, but now that the
officers of the company announce that
they would not aceept v eharter I they
could have it without the payment of n
dollar of licenso tax the matter will un-
doubtedly be droppad our of popular at-
tention. The effect upon tho soveral
tickets in the field will be interesting,
The fact that the lowtery compuny wis
able to pay son anousl license fes o
21,250,000 illustrates the vast profits
frnudulently tulken from the people of
the eountry by that iustitution,

THE IMPORTANCE OF NEW YOURK.

The politieal importaneeof New York
in the presidvutial election of this year
is fully recognizad by both partles, But
that stute (s absolutely necassary to
demoeratic success, while the repub-
licans can win without it The New
York Sun remarks that in the last four
presidentinl eloctions the results were
detormined by the electoral votes of New
Y ork, and although there hus been a
new apportionment for this year 1t
loaves New York more than ever bolore
the decisive state

Takiug the result in 1885 as the basls,
the republicans gain 85 vutes under the
new upportionment, and the democrats,
allowing the cluim of 8 votes in Miohi-
gan, gain 12 The Sun says: “Without

to alact. The democrats nosd New York
to win, They eannot win without it
The centar of politienl importance is the
Empire state,” Thers onn ba no doubt
ns to tho correciness of this view, and it
must of novessity have an all-important
tnAuenes in determining the choles of a
candidate by the mational demoeratic
convention. Thera man who will
doubtloss insist upon a pacticular eandi-
dute rogardloess ef Lhe possible or prob-
able effect on tho party in New York,
but the practical pollticians who will
dominate the convention will give dueo
weight to the situation in the Empire
sinto.

At prasent the situntion doss not look
favorable for the democrats, notwith-
standing their declsive victory in the
Inat stute eloction. The conflict hatwaen
the Hill and Cleveland factions is grow-
ing more bitter, nnd there appears not
the slightest ranson to supposs that the
bronch can be closed. Hill isin full’
command of the politiosl machinery of
his party, nod he cannot compromise or
yiold anything to tho Cleveland faction
without n ioss of prestige that might
uttarly undo him as a lendar. The pro-
tesl arainst the coavention this montn
enllod at the dictation of Hill will prob-
ahiy haveno othar effect than to intensify
the hostility between the factions and
drive them further apart. The conven-
tion will undoubtedly meet at the ap-
pointad time, and the delegates it will
chooso will ba favorable to Hill as a
prosidentinl candidate, and after him w
any other man except Clevelund.  This
much is very generally convedod ns a
foregoneo conclusion.  On the other hand
it is oqually cortain thut the fricnds of
Cleveland will muke no concezsions,
This 15 the situation as it stands, and
it would seom to determine that no New
York man ean bs nominated at Chieago,
But a candidate whose nomination
should be dictated by either of the demo-
cratle factions in the BEmpire state would
probably be objectionable to the othor,
and therefore could mnot commaund the
full support of the party in the state,

Thus in any ovent the chances of the,
republicans carrying New York next
November appear to be excellent, and
since it is agreod that the democrats
cannot win without that state, the out-
look for thot party in the national con-
tost must be regarded as anything but
hopaful.

MAKE FORT OMAHA A MI LITARY INSTI-
TUTE,

Our Washington dispatches announce
that Senator Manderson, from the com-
mittes on military affa.rs, will report
fuvornbly upon the bill donating a part
of the Fort D. A, Russell military ros-
arvation at Cheyenne to the state of
Wyoming for state fair purposes. This
is no doubt n commendable gift to the
young state, and THE BER congratulates
Wyoming in advance upon the probable
ourly passage of the bill,

Tha enthusinem of Senator Manderson
for this measure is in marked conurast,
however, with the want of it in the mat-
ter of securing the Fort Omnha reservi-
tion for a military institute in this stale.
It has now been more thun three years
since it was definitely determined to
abandon Fort’ Omuaha, and yet no steps
have been taken to secure the reserva-
tion for uny public purposa.  There
seoms to be a fixed determination to
parcel the tract into lots and sell them
off at auction, nlthough the government
would realize comparatively little for
the landa were it so disposed of.
A military Institute at Fort Omuhn
would be of incileulable bonelit notonly
to the people of Nabraska, but to the
people of South Dakota and [owa who
have no school for military training.
FFort Omahn is admirably adapted for a
military school. The headquarters
building could readily be converted into
a collegiate school.  The residences now
occupied by oflicers would serve the
purpose for the institute faculty and
familias, with sulicient quarters for
dormitories, recltation halls, chapol,
ate,  The benutiful parade grounds are
ndmirably adapted for military deill, A
military institute for boys with instroe-
tion covering the branches taught ab
West Point could be mainteined at Fort
Omahn ut moderate expanse which the
sttt would doubtless cheerlfully bear,

The military teaining imparted at the
State Tniversity 18 merely incidental,
The militin drills in the state ura an in-
differant preparation for actual milivary
The military academy at Wost
PPoint is equal only to the rejqulrements
for offleoring the regular army,  There
should be o militwry teaining school in
ench stato in the union, The importanco
of such instruction for elvillans was
manifest at the outbreak of the robeliion,
The south weat Into the war with hun-
drads of man trained at Loxiogton,
Charleston, Nashville and other mili-
tary schools, and this accounts very
lupgely for tho suncesss attending the
southern armies. Tho north has always
beon nogligent upon this point and the
newaer westorn states have boeen worse
than negligent; they havo bean posi-
tively indifferent. It is timp for a chunge
in this purticular.  Seontor Manderson
would do well to bastow purt of his mar-
tinl enthuslasm upon the citizen sold-
jars who ara to eoma out of the rising
generution, A long step toward correct
teaining of Nobraska boys in military
tactics would be taken by converting
Fort Omaha into a military institute
undor the control of the state.

New Jersoy Loglsintors Wi Pass ona Cor-

Turxrox, N, Jd., Feb, 4, —A bill was intro
duced fo the Now Jorsoy legislature vestor
day nimed ot tho Sugar trast. It provides
that any trustes, diroctor or officor of fany
corporation ongaged o food manufncture
whoshall purchase or sell stocks or bonds
belonging to the corporation for the purpose
of speoulation, shall be guilty of mis-
demeanor, and may be punished by imprison-
mont from six months to one vear, or by o
fino of from &1,000 to &3,000. It aiso provides
that every shareholder shall ut all Hmes
have froo ace ess 1o the hooks of the corpora
tion, but that no corporation organized voder
tne laws of New Jorsey shall invest any of
tts monoy i any similar business outside of
tha state under tha ponalty provided above.
All mootings of directors must boe haid n
New dersay, and twa-thirds of the mombers
o! the board must be residents of the stale,
No member of a stock joobing house shall bo
eligiblo aa a director. For every 810,000,000
the concern shall have ton diroctors, and for
avery udditional #5,000,000 of eapital ono
director, They stiall own at least 100 shares
ol stook and must subscribo to an oath to ob-
serve the provisions of this act. The capital
stock Is Hmited to £50,000,000,
